Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1968. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Department  maintained  its  staff  and 
consequently  accomplished  an  increased  amount  of  work.  The 
appointment  of  a Technical  Officer  with  responsibilities  for  Smoke 
Control  proved  most  invaluable. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  increasing  tempo  of  the  replacement 
of  houses  which  have  long  since  served  their  useful  life,  can  be 
maintained  and  even  quickened.  Occupiers  of  houses  in  con- 
firmed clearance  areas  should  not  be  expected  to  continue  to  live 
in  those  houses  for  longer  than  it  is  technically  necessary.  Pro- 
jected new  schemes  should  help  to  achieve  this  aim  within  the  near 
future.

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The  vital  statistics  relative  to  1968  indicate  a continuation  of 
the  small  decline  in  population,  in  part  due  to  an  increase  of 
deaths  over  births  and  in  part  due  to  movement  out  of  the  Borough. 
Although  there  were  60  fewer  births  compared  with  last  year,  the 
rate  continued  to  be  above  the  national  figure.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  showed  a marked  increase  from  11  to  24  and  this 
was  regrettably  due  to  partially  avoidable  causes,  i.e.  three  infants 
died  from  asphyxia,  one  from  acute  gastro-enteritis  and  one  from 
meningitis.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  (an  indication  of  the  loss 
of  infants  around  the  time  of  birth)  was  in  fact  an  improvement  on 
last  year’s  figure  and  well  below  the  national  one — a reflection  on 
the  calibre  of  the  local  services — hospital  and  domiciliary  and  the 
use  made  of  them.  No  mother  died  in  childbirth.

It  will  be  obvious  that  circulatory  and  heart  disease  was  by 
far  the  commonest  cause  of  death,  followed  by  respiratory  disease 
and  the  cancers.  Twenty-eight  people  aged  below  45  years  and 
315  over  the  age  of  65  years  died  during  the  year.  Details  are 
enumerated  in  Table  1.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  general  incidence  remained  low.  The  biennial  swing  of 
measles  has  been  tending  to  become  somewhat  obliterated,  but  the 
extent  of  notifications  may  well  have  been  influenced  by  the  intro- 
duction of  measles  vaccine.  Unfortunately  the  future  epidemiology 
may  be  further  confused  by  a present  lack  of  available  vaccine  and 
a consequent  loss  of  protection  of  the  next  vulnerable  generation. 

An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  with  a death,  in  a neighbouring 
town,  served  to  underline,  if  it  should  be  necessary,  the  need  for 
continuing  vigilance.  The  slight  inconvenience  to  parents  to 
arrange  for  immunisation  of  their  children  against  all  the  prevent- 
able illnesses  is  a very  small  price  to  pay  for  peace  of  mind.

In  addition,  representations  were  submitted  in  respect  of  four 
individual  unfit  houses. 

A local  inquiry  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  was  held  in  July  on  the  Kent  Street  (No.  1) 
Clearance  Area,  the  Order  being  later  confirmed  without  modifica- 
tion. 


During  the  year  24  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation 
from  unfit  houses  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  71  unfit  houses  were 
demolished.  At  the  end  of  the  year  88  unfit  houses  in  the  follow- 
ing confirmed  Clearance  Areas  were  awaiting  demolition:

In  1968  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  810  visits  in  con- 
nection with  the  repair  of  privately-owned  tenanted  houses. 
Informal  action  following  these  visits,  including  the  service  of  pre- 
liminary Notices  on  landlords,  resulted  in  repairs  being  carried  out 
at  230  houses  during  the  year.

CARAVANS 


On  three  occasions  during  the  year  travelling  scrap  dealers 
parked  their  caravans  on  the  Glynne  Street/Gower  Street  Clearance 
Area  site.  They  left  voluntarily  after  being  warned. 

No  serious  difficulties  arose  from  the  six  showmen’s  caravan 
sites. 


CLEAN  AIR 

The  Fcunworth  No.  2 and  No  3 Smoke  Control  Orders  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1968.  These  brought  the  number  of 
houses  under  smoke  control  to  1,260.  The  No.  4 Smoke  Control 
Order  was  made  in  December  and  is  due  to  come  into  force  in 
November  1969.  About  a quarter  of  the  town  will  then  be  smoke- 
controlled.  A new  ruling  by  the  Ministry  will  make  it  possible 
in  the  No.  4 Area  to  allow  grants  towards  the  cost  of  installing 
electric  fires. 

Regular  visits  to  the  three  operative  Smoke  Control  Areas 
were  made  during  the  year.  Twelve  formal  warnings  were  given 
to  householders  for  failing  to  comply  with  the  Smoke  Control 
Orders,  but  in  general  the  public  have  co-operated  well.  In  mid- 
1968  the  North  Western  Gas  Board  announced  its  intention  to  dis- 
continue the  manufacture  of  solid  smokeless  fuel,  but  it  is  expected 
that  other  manufacturers  will  step  up  their  production  accordingly. 
No  complaints  of  shortage  of  smokeless  fuel  were  received  from 
householders  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

No  serious  difficulties  arose  from  industrial  air  pollution.  As 
stated  in  previous  reports  the  amount  of  smoke  emitted  by  in- 
dustrial chimneys  has  been  drastically  reduced. 

Daily  measurements  of  air  pollution  were  again  made  through- 
out the  year  in  two  parts  of  the  town.  Monthly  average  figures 
are  given  in  Table  5.  The  Ministry  of  Technology  have  recently 
made  a study  of  air  pollution  figures  from  115  sites  operated  by 
56  local  authorities,  including  Famworth,  in  south-east  Lancashire. 
Their  preliminary  report  shows  that  in  the  period  1961-1968  there 
has  been  a marked  downward  trend  in  smoke  and  sulphur  con- 
centrations, with  a more  rapid  decline  in  smoke  concentrations  in 
areas  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders.  The  report  states  that  in 
spite  of  this  satisfactory  evidence  of  improvement,  the  region 
remains  one  of  the  most  highly  polluted  in  the  country.

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FOOD 

During  1968,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  1287  visits 
to  food  premises  in  the  Borough.  These  visits  included  general 
inspections  of  shops,  warehouses,  restaurants,  canteens,  market 
stalls  and  vehicles,  as  well  as  visits  to  examine  unsound  food,  and 
for  milk,  ice-cream  and  cream  sampling,  and  registration  pur- 
poses. Investigations  were  also  made  into  five  complaints  of 
foreign  matter  in  food.  Inspections  were  made  of  the  kitchens  at 
Bolton  District  General  Hospital. 

The  following  foodstuffs,  after  examination  at  shops  and  ware- 
houses, were  found  for  various  reasons  to  be  unfit  for  consumption 
and  were  surrendered  and  destroyed:

The  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  relating  to 
adulteration  and  labelling  of  foodstuffs  are  administered  by  Lanca- 
shire County  Council,  whose  officers  took  220  samples  in  tlie 
Borough  during  the  yeai'.  Details  of  tliese  samples  are  given  in 
Table  6. 

The  number  of  different  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Borough 
is  shown  in  Table  7.  At  the  end  of  the  year  32  premises  were 
registered  for  the  sale  of  specified  foods. 

In  the  face  of  some  criticism,  the  Council  wisely  agreed  some 
time  ago  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  unwrapped  food  from  open  market 
stalls.  There  are  occasional  lapses  by  individual  traders,  but  in 
general  market  tenants  have  been  very  co-operative  in  this  policy, 
to  the  benefit  of  the  shopper  who  is  nowadays  more  demanding  in 
her  attitude  towards  clean  food.  Plans  for  redeveloping  the  town 
centre,  including  a new  open  market,  reached  an  advanced  stage 
in  the  year  under  review;  it  is  essential  that  the  policy  of  "no  open 
food  on  open  stalls"  should  be  maintained.

There  were  six  names  on  the  register  of  Hawkers  at  the  end 
of  1968.  Three  new  registrations  were  made  during  the  year. 


MILK 

There  were  157  milk  distributors  on  the  Department’s  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  7 samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken.  One 
was  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  organisms;  it  was  produced 
at  a farm  outside  the  Borough,  and  the  Health  Department  con- 
cerned were  notified  and  asked  to  investigate. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  carried 
out  a series  of  bacteriological  examinations  on  samples  of  cream 
from  the  greater  Manchester  area.  Out  of  seven  samples  sub- 
mitted from  Farnworth,  one  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  The 
Laboratory  reported  that  out  of  500  samples  examined,  167  were 
unsatisfactory. 


ICE  CREAM 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Department’s  register  of  premises 
used  for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  storage  of  ice-cream  contained 
the  names  of  two  manufacturers  and  156  dealers.  Most  of  the 
dealers  sell  only  factory-made  pre-packed  ice-cream.  38  visits 
and  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice-cream.  7 samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination;  the  results  were  as  follows:

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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  1968  at  the  only 
licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  was  almost  three  times  the 
1967  total.  Fewer  cattle  were  slaughtered  (540  compared  with  621) 
but  3199  sheep  were  slaughtered  as  against  718  in  1967.  The 
carcases  and  organs  of  all  these  animals  were  inspected  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations.  As  in  previous  years,  the  quality  of  the  animals  was 
of  a high  standard  and  little  evidence  of  disease  was  found.  Details 
are  given  in  Table  8. 


The  Inspectors  made  356  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  during 
the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Every  house  in  the  town  has  a piped  supply  of  mains  water 
supplied  by  Bolton  Corporation.  The  water  is  derived  from 
upland  gathering  grounds  and  is  filtered  and  treated  before  going 
into  supply.  It  is  soft  in  nature  and  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered  water  are  regularly  subjected 
to  full  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis.  Special 
examinations  and  analyses  are  made  as  circumstances  require. 

During  1968,  684  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis,  and  7 
to  full  chemical  analysis  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply.  In 
addition,  1,416  samples  of  filtered  and  treated  water  received 
bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis,  and  9 
full  chemical  analysis.  Results  showed  that  the  filtered  and  treated 
water  was  of  excellent  quality,  B.Coli  being  absent  in  98.59%  of 
the  potable  water  samples  tested. 

No  special  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any 
form  of  contamination.  From  tests  made  the  water  was  shown 
to  have  no  significant  plumbo-solvent  action. 

In  1968,  44  yards  of  2in.  diameter  and  36  yards  of  3in.  dia- 
meter water  main  were  laid  to  existing  houses,  and  337  yards  of 
2in.  diameter  and  480  yards  of  3in.  diameter  water  main  were  laid 
to  new  property  in  the  Borough. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 

During  the  year  there  were  95,060  admissions  to  the  swimming 
pool  and  11,749  to  the  slipper  baths. 

Satisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  28  samples  of  water 
from  the  swimming  pool  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination; 
considering  the  number  of  bathers  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  fil- 
tration plant  this  is  a creditable  achievement. 
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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

All  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  Borough  is  on  the  fresh 
water  system.  There  are  no  waste  water  closets  or  pail  closets. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Cleansing  services  are  controlled  by  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  Weekly  collections  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse 
were  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Some  10,900  dustbins  are 
emptied  weekly,  about  6,250  tons  of  refuse  being  collected  during 
the  year.  The  Corporation  supplied  348  new  bins  in  1968. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Lower  Darley. 
It  is  expected  that  this  method  of  disposal  will  shortly  be  super- 
seded by  incineration;  arrangements  are  being  made  to  use  a new 
incineration  plant  to  be  built  by  Bolton  Corporation. 

SEWERAGE 

A major  reconstruction  scheme  for  the  town’s  main  sewers, 
which  began  in  1966,  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  work 
involved  laying  about  3,500  yards  of  large  diameter  sewers,  mostly 
in  tunnel,  and  about  1,400  yards  of  subsidiary  and  overriding 
sewers. 

Virtually  all  the  town's  sewage  is  piped  to  the  Bolton  and 
District  Sewerage  Board’s  Works  at  Ringley,  where  it  undergoes 
purification  before  discharge  into  the  river  Irwell.  The  recon- 
struction scheme  ensures  that  even  in  storm  conditions  a minimum 
of  untreated  sewage  discharges  into  open  water. 

DRAINAGE 

New  drainage  schemes,  both  on  Council  estates  and  private 
developments,  are  supervised  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment. Drainage  alterations  and  additions  for  existing  buildings 
are  supervised  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Where  practic- 
able, all  drainage  work  is  subjected  to  smoke  or  water  test. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

At  last  there  are  signs  that  the  Borough  is  to  have  a block  of 
decent  public  lavatories.  The  planned  improvements  in  the  Town 
Centre,  under  way  at  the  time  of  writing,  are  to  include  a new 
central  public  convenience.  When  this  is  completed  it  will  be 
necessary  to  consider  the  future  of  the  town’s  older  conveniences, 
which  have  for  so  long  been  a source  of  concern  to  those  who  have 
an  interest  in  their  town  and  its  amenities. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION 

The  treatment  of  infestations  of  rats,  mice  and  other  vermin 
engaged  the  full-time  services  of  the  Department’s  rodent  operative 
throughout  the  year.  He  dealt  with  245  surface  rat  infestations, 
137  infestations  of  mice,  and  74  complaints  of  insects,  etc.  800 
sewer  manholes  were  poison-baited  for  rats  by  a specialist  firm, 
using  fluor acetamide.

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STAFF 

The  Department  had  a full  complement  of  three  Public  Health 
Inspectors  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  a Technical  Assistant 
was  engaged  in  April.  A fully  staffed  Department  enabled  further 
progress  to  be  made  in  unfit  house  clearance  and  smoke  control — 
two  vital  elements  in  urban  renewal  and  environmental  improve- 
ment. 


The  number  of  visits  made  during  1968  was  9,977,  a substantial 
increase  over  the  1967  total  of  6,134.  This  increase  was  spread 
over  most  aspects  of  the  Department's  work — housing  repairs, 
drainage  inspection,  nuisances,  unfit  house  clearance,  meat  inspec- 
tion, smoke  control,  and  office  and  shop  inspections.
